Court Gestures movies celebrate the reopening of the Armor Court; film documents the new 
Getty Center museum in Los Angeles; The Old Dark House celebrates Halloween. 


Friday films at the Cleveland Museum of Art begin with the three final movies of the Court 
Gestures series celebrating the grand reopening of the museum’s Armor Court. The formi- 
dable Orson Welles takes on five Shakespeare plays at once in Chimes at Midnight, Friday 
the 2nd; Max von Sydow plays chess with “Death” in Ingmar Bergman’s The Seventh Seal, 
the 9th; and on the 16th — in the outdoor sculpture courtyard — is the irreverent mock-epic 
Monty Python and the Holy Grail. The last two Fridays of the month find two other films of 
interest: Concert of Wills: Making The Getty Center documents the planning and construction of 
the new museum complex in Los Angeles (repeats Saturday); and James Whale’s The Old Dark 
House sets the proper tone for Halloween. Admission to each film is $6, $3 for CMA members.

The Seventh Seal 
Friday, October 9, 7:00 pm 

(Sweden, 1957, b&w, subtitles, 35mm, 96 min.) Directed by 
Ingmar Bergman, with Max von Sydow, Gunnar Bjornstrand, 
and Bibi Andersson. Landmark spiritual allegory in which a 
disillusioned knight plays chess with Death while trying to 
unravel the mysteries of life. 

Monty Python and the Holy Grail 
Friday, October 16, 7:00 pm 

(Britain, 1975, color, 16mm, 90 min.) Directed by Terry 
Gilliam and Terry Jones, with Graham Chapman, John 
Cleese, Eric Idle, and Michael Palin. Nonsense reigns in this 
irreverent assault on medieval history and legend. Shown 
outdoors in the museum's sculpture courtyard; please dress 
appropriately. Seating limited to 100, but standing room 
possible. In case of rain, film will be shown indoors.
